DIFFERENCES ARE NO’ MANY. 


NEW ORLEANS, May 2.—In his address 


at the banquct here last night President 
McKinley said: 

“Your governor in his address has well 
said that we will always have differences. 


Men who think for themselves will always 
have convictions upon public questions, and 


those convictions cannot always be the 
gsaine. The difference of opinion is grant- 
ed, and freely granted, among American 
free men and fully exercised by the Ameri- 
can people. (Applause. ) 

“Il was wondering while the governor was 
taiking, really what were our differences. 
My eyes turned toward Judge Blanchard 
and 1 recalled that we did not differ about 
river and harbor imprevements and that 
we were in favor of every just and reason- 
able extension for the Amprovement of the 
commerce of the eneeeer river. When I] 
beard the governor tél fat I’ knew so 
well and had occasion so many times to 
feel, how the people of Loutsiana raliied 
around the stars and stripes and were earn- 
estly urgin for an oportunity to go to 
Cuba to fight the batties for an opressed 
people, I could not but think that there was 
no difference between us in the war with 
Spain. And then I remembered—it is only 
a memory—how the citizens of Loutsiana 
gathered about the table of the ways and 
means committee (laughter) when I had the 
distinguished honor of presiding over that 
committee, assuring me that they must have 
protection upon sugar and rice (Laughter 
and applause.) And then I reflected that 
there was no difference between us about 
Seetection (laughter and enthusiastic ap- 
plauge) certainly none upon the question | 
of sugar: (laughter), and when I remember 
fhat this banquet is held tonight in the 
city of New Orleans and recalled that it 
was your territory that has expanded into 
More states than any other territory that 
ever came to the U nited States, it did seem 
to me that possibly we were not greatly in 
disagreement on the subject of expansion. 
“And then I remember also that you had 
always been in favor of internal improve- 
ments and of external commerce. (Laugh- 
ter.) nd we are all for those things. 
(Laughter.) There is nothing we need so 
much as commerce. Commerce is a great 
at lomatist. Fair trading makes fast 
friends. Commerce, like a circulating li- 
brary, carries enlightenment wherever it 
goes. And then, I remember that we are 
all for the open door in China, thet we may 
send the products of our cotton flelds, made 
up into cotton goods, to the millions in the 

Orient. (Applause.) 

“And then, but I cannot pursue it fur- 
ther, for I do not think it is well to dis- 
close too much unanimity here tonight. 
es, and applause.) 

Am I mistaken when I say that upon 
another subject we are in agreement—we 
are all for good money and plenty of it?

“IT have consulted with President Phil- 
lips of the board of public improvements 
and with other members of the board on 
the subject of the lighting of public bulld- 
ings,’’ said the mayor, ‘‘and I have deter- 
mined to learn whether it will be possible 
for the city to save money by means wf a 
| municipal plant after the present contract 
| expires on Sept. 1 next. 

“As a matter of principle I believe that 
| the city should light its own buildings. 
The present question, however, of 
arithmetic, and it will take addition and 
| Substraction to determine whether the city 
|} can profit by such a step. The probable 
| cost of future contracts with private com- 
the probable cost of construc- 
| tion and maintenance of a new plant must 
|be compared. I intend to have a care- 
|ful estimate made, covering these ana 
|other necessary details, and ‘f the figures 
| show that municipal ownership would be 
advantageous, I shall recommend the pas- 
| sage of an ordinance for that purpose."’ 

President Phillips said Thursday that the 
matter had been mentioned at the first 
meeting of the City Hall commission, and 
that the other members of the sommission 
|had agreed with the mavor that the »pro- 
_posed system would be desirable. Mr. 
| Phillips is tn charge of the estimate upon 
| the cost of the new plant, and says that 
the work of obtaining the necessary figures 
will commence at once. 

A proposal was made last year for a 
municipal plant at the City Hall, to be run 
| by the boilers from which the building is 
| heated. This plant was designed to Hght 
}all the public buildings in the central part 
|of the city, while another at the Insane 
|'Asvlum would light the group of city tin- 
stitutions in the southern part otf ‘he city.
